The Decree. — Augustus, the emperor at Rome, sent 
out a decree that all the people in his countries should 
be taxed. So every one had to go to the city from which 
his forefathers came. 

Joseph and Mary. — At that time there lived in 
Nazareth, a town of Galilee, a man named Joseph and 
a woman named Mary. Now Joseph and Mary were 
descended from the great King David ; therefore to be 
taxed, they had to go to the city of Bethlehem, where 
the home of David^s family had been. 



FIRST SUNDAY. 

Jesus Bom. — While they were in Bethlehem, the 
child Jesus was bom, and Mary His mother wrapped 
Him in swaddling-clothes and laid Him in a manger, 
because there was no room for them in the inn. 

The Shepherds. — ^The night Jesus was bom, there 
were shepherds in the fields near the town, keeping watch 
over their flocks. To their surprise an angel from 
heaven appeared unto them and the light of God's glory 
shone round about them in the darkness, and the shep- 
herds were very much afraid. 

The Angels. — And the angel said to them : " Fear not, 
I bring you tidings of great joy, which shall be to all 
people. For unto you is born this day in the city of 
David a Saviour, Christ the Lord." Then the angel 
told the shepherds : *^ Ye shall find Him wrapped in 
swaddling-clothes and lying in a manger." And sud- 
denly there was with the angel a great number of angels 
who sang praise to God, saying : *' Glory to God in the 
highest, and on earth peace, good will toward men." 

The Child in the Manger. — When the angels had 
gone away again to heaven, the shepherds said to one 
another: " Let us go to Bethlehem and see this that has 
happened." And they went in haste and found Mary 
and Joseph, and the Babe lying in a manger. When 
they had seen the child, they told every one they met 
what the angels said. And every one wondered at it. 
But the shepherds went back to their flocks praising 
God for what they had seen and heard.

THE LESSON STORY. 

The Child Jesus in the Temple. — When Jesus was 
six weeks old, Joseph and Mary brought Him to the 
temple at Jerusalem, to present Him to the Lord. They 
also brought a pair of turtle-doves, or two young pigeons, 
and oflFered them as sacrifices. God had commanded 
the Jews to do these things. 

Simeon. — At this time an aged man, named Simeon, 
lived in Jerusalem. He was a very good man, and God 
had told him that he should not die before he had seen 
the Saviour. So he had been waiting to see this Child 
for many years. 



SECOND SUNDAY. 

Simeon Made Happy. — On the day when Joseph 
and Mary were taking Jesus to the temple, the Holy 
Spirit told Simeon to go there also. And when they 
brought Him in, Simeon saw Him and was very glad. 
He took Jesus up in his arms and blessed God. He 
said, " Lord, now lettest Thou Thy servant depart in 
peace, according to Thy word : for mine eyes have seen 
Thy salvation, which Thou hast prepared before the face 
of all people ; a Light to lighten the Gentiles, and the 
Glory of Thy people Israel." 

Joseph and Mary Wonder. — Joseph and Mary were 
surprised to hear Simeon speak in this way about Jesus ; 
for they had not expected it. But Simeon blessed them 
and said to Mary, His mother, " Behold, this child is set 
for the fall and rising again of many in Israel." 

Anna. — ^There was also an aged prophetess in Jeru- 
salem, whose name was Anna. She was more than a 
hundred years old, and had been a widow for eighty- 
four years. She spent most of her time in the temple 
and served God with fastings and prayers, night and 
day. She happened to come into the temple at that 
instant and, seeing the infant Saviour, gave thanks to 
God. And when she left the temple she spoke of this 
Child to all the people in the city who were looking for 
redemption.

The Wise Men. — Soon after Jesus was bom in 
Bethlehem, some wise men from the east came to 
Jerusalem to look for Him. They thought they could 
find out about Him here in Jerusalem, because it was 
the capital of the country. They asked, "Where is 
He that is bom King of the Jews ? for we have seen 
His star in the east, and are come to worship Him." 

•Herod Troubled. — ^When Herod the king heard 
that a new king was bom, he was troubled, and all 
Jerusalem with him. So he gathered together all the 
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THIRD SUNDAY. 

ctief priests and scribes, and demanded of them where 
Christ should be bom. They told him, "In Bethlehem 
of Judea," because the prophet had said, " And thou 
Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, art not the least among* 
the princes of Juda : for out of thee shall come a gov- 
ernor, that shall rule My people Israel." 

Sent to Bethlehem. — ^Then Herod called the wise 
men aside, and asked them how long it was since they 
had first seen the star. When he had found out, he 
sent them to Bethlehem, and said to them, " Go and 
search diligently for the young child, and when you 
have found Him, come and tell me that I may go and 
worship Him also." 

The Star. — Then the wise men went on toward 
Bethlehem. On the way they looked up to the sky, 
and there was the star which they had seen in the east. 
And lo, it went before them, till it came and stood 
over where the young Child was. When they beheld 
the star, they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. 

The Gifts. — And when they came into the house, 
they saw Jesus with Mary His mother,^ and fell down 
and worshipped Him. They opened the treasures which 
they brought with them, and gave Him gold, and frank- 
incense, and myrrh. 

Going Home. — They were now ready to go home 
again to their eastern country. But God told them in a 
dream that they should not go back to Herod and tell him 
where Jesus was ; so they returned home another way.

Herod's Wicked Plan. — King Herod wanted to 
kill Jesus. That was the reason why he ordered the 
wise men to come back and tell him where Jesus was. 
But God knew Herod's wicked thoughts and warned 
the wise men not to go back to Herod. He also sent 
an angel to tell Joseph how to keep Herod from hurt- 
ing the young Child. 

The Flight into Egypt. — ^The angel appeared to 
Joseph in a dream, and said to him, " Arise, and take 
the young Child and His mother, and flee into Egypt. 
And be thou there until I bring thee word ; for Herod 
will seek the young Child to destroy Him." Joseph 
arose at once and took Jesus and His mother by night, 
and went into Egypt where King Herod had no power. 
There they remained until Herod died. 
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FOURTH SUNDAY. 

Many Little Children Slain. — ^When Herod saw 
that the wise men did not come back and tell him 
just where he could find Jesus, he became very angry ; 
and he made up his mind to kill all the little children 
in Bethlehem. In this way he thought he would be 
sure of killing Jesus. So he sent his soldiers to 
Bethlehem, and they slew all the little children that 
were not more than two years old. This act caused 
great sorrow throughout that country. 

The Return from Egypt. — When Herod was dead, 
an angel of the Lord came again to Joseph in a dream, 
and said to him, "Arise, and take the young Child 
and His mother, and go into the land of Israel: for 
they are dead that sought the young Child's life." 
Then Joseph arose, and took Jesus and His mother, 
and came into the land of Israel. 

Going to Nazareth. — But Joseph was afraid to go 
into the land of Judea, where Bethlehem was, because 
Archelaus was king there after the death of his father- 
Herod. He was afraid that Archelaus too might try 
to kill Jesus. Being warned also by God in a dream 
not to go there, he went into Galilee, and settled down 
in his old home at Nazareth. In this way, what the 
prophet had said about Jesus was fulfilled, " He shall 
be called a Nazarene.''

Then another of His disciples, Andrew, Simon Peter's 
brother, said to Him, " There is a lad here who has five 
barley-loaves and two small fishes. But what are they 
among so many ? '' 

The Multitude Eat. — There was much grass in 
the place, and Jesus said, " Make the people sit down." 
So the men sat down on the grass in companies or plots 
of fifty each. There were about five thousand men, 
besides the women and children. Then Jesus took the 
five loaves, and when He had given thanks to God, He 
gave them to the disciples, and the disciples gave them 
to the people. He did the same with the two small 
fishes. Then the people all ate and received as much 
as they wished. 

The Fragments. — After the people had finished 
their meal, Jesus said to His disciples, " Gather up the 
broken pieces which remain over, that nothing be lost.''

Watch and pray that ye enter not into temptation ; for the 
spirit indeed is willing, but the flesh is weak." He went 
away and prayed a second time in the same words. When 
He came back, He found the disciples asleep again. Then 
He went and prayed a third time. And being in an agony, 
He prayed more earnestly ; and His sweat was like great 
drops of blood falling down to the ground. And an angel 
came from heaven and strengthened Him. 

Jesus Betrayed. — ^When Jesus had prayed the third 
time, the disciples were still sleeping. But He woke them 
up now, saying to them, "Rise, let us be going : behold, he 
is at hand that doth betray Me." While He was speaking, 
Judas, one of His twelve disciples, was coming toward Him 
with a great crowd of people who had swords and staves. 
Judas had made a bargain to betray Jesus for thirty pieces of 
silver, and these people were coming to take Jesus. Judas 
had told them that he would show them which was Jesus by 
kissing Him. So he came to Jesus and said, *' Hail, Master," 
and kissed Him. Then Jesus said to him, *' Judas, betrayest 
thou the Son of Man with a kiss ? ' ' 

The Disciples Flee. — The other disciples wanted to 
defend Jesus. Simon Peter, having a sword, struck at one 
of the high-priest's servants, whose name was Malchus, and 
cut off his right ear. But Jesus healed the ear, and told 
Peter to put away his sword. He said that if He cared to do 
so, He could pray to His heavenly Father for twelve legions 
of angels, and God would send them. Then alUthe disciples 
forsook Him and fled. 

Jesus Seized. — The people now laid hold oii Jesus, and 
led Him away to Caiaphas, the high -priest, at whose house 
the scribes and elders were assembled.

Jesus Before Caiaphas. — When Jesus hiad been 
brought to the high priest's palace, the high priest Caiaphas 
asked Him about His disciples and teaching. Jesus answered, 
* ' I spoke openly to the world ; I ever taught in the synagogue 
and in the temple ; and in secret have I said nothing. Ask those 
who heard Me, what I said to them." 

A Daring Hand. — Then one of the officers who stood 
near, struck Jesus with the palm of his hand, saying, ** Answerest 
Thou the high priest so ?'■' But Jesus said, '* If I have spoken evil, 
prove that I have done so ; but if well, why smitest Thou Me?*' 
* • False Witnesses. — Then the chief priests and elders 
and all the council tried to find false witnesses against Jesus to put 
Him to death. But they could find none that would do. Many 
bare false witness, but what they said did not agree together. 

What Jesus Said of Himself. — At last the high 
priest said to Jesus, ** I adjure Thee by the living God, that Thou 
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tell us whether Thou be the Christ, the Son of God." Jesus 
answered, *' Yes, I am.*' 

Condemned and Maltreated. — When Jesus had 
said this, the high priest rent his clothes and said, **He has 
spoken blasphemy. What need have we of witnesses? What 
think ye?** They answered, */ He is guilty of death.** Then 
they spit in His face and struck Him. 

Before Pilate. — When the morning had come, the 
whole multitude arose and brought Jesus to the judgment-hall of 
Pontius Pilate, the governor. Then they began to accuse Jesus 
and say all manner of false things about Him. But after Pilate 
had examined Him, he said to the Jews, *' I find no fault in Him 
at all.** 

Before Herod. — When Pilate heard that Jesus was 
from Galilee, he sent Him to Herod, who was ruler over Galilee, 
and who was in Jerusalem at that time. Herod and his men set 
Jesus at naught and mocked Him ; but he did not find Jesus 
guilty of any wrong. So he sent Him back to Pilate. 

Condemned to be Crucified. — At the feast of the 
Passover, Pilate used to set a prisoner free for the Jewish people. 
He thought they would ask him to release Jesus. So he asked 
them whom they wanted. But the priests got them all to cry, 
**Barabbas!** Now Barabbas was a robber and a murderer. 
Then Pilate asked them what he should do with Jesus. They 
cried out, ** Crucify Him! Crucify Him!" The more Pilate 
asked them, the more they cried, '' Crucify Him !'* When Pilate 
saw that they had made up their minds to kill Jesus, he said, *' I 
am innocent of the blood of this just person ; see ye to it.*' Then 
all the people answered and said, ** His blood be on us and on our 
children.*' Then Pilate released Barabbas for them. And when 
he had scourged Jesus, he delivered Him to be crucified.

Jesus Mocked. — The soldiers of the governor took 
Jesus and put on Him a scarlet robe. And when they had 
platted a crown of thorns, they put it on His head, and a 
reed in His right hand. Then they bowed the knee before 
Him, and mocked Him, saying, "Hail, King of the Jews." 
And they spit upon Him, and took the reed and struck Him 
on the head. 

On the Way to Golgotha. — After they had mocked 
Him, they led Him away to crucify Him. Then Jesus went 
forth bearing Hi^^ own cross. A great crowd of people fol- 
lowed Him. On the way they met a man named Simon, of 
Cyrene. He took the cross and carried it for Jesus. 

Crucified. — When they came to a place called Gol- 
gotha, which means a place of a skull, they crucified Him. 
And Jesus said, "Father, forgive them; for they know not 
what they do." 
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The Title Over the Cross.— Pilate wrote a title and 
put it on the cross. The writing was, " jESus OP Nazareth, 
THE King op the Jews." 

On the Cross. — Then the soldiers cast lots for Jesus' 
clothes, and sat down and watched Him. And the people 
stood looking on. They that passed by reviled Him, wagging 
their heads, saying, " If Thou be the Son of God, come down 
from the cross." The chief priests and the scribes and the 
elders mocked Him and said, '*He saved others. Himself He 
cannot save." 

The Malefactors. — There were two malefactors 
crucified with Jesus, one on the right hand and the other on 
the left. One of these also railed on Him and said, "If 
Thou be the Christ, save Thyself and us." But the other 
rebuked him for talking to Jesus in this way, and turning to 
Jesus, he said, *' Lord, remember me when Thou comest 
into Thy kingdom." Jesus said to him, ** Verily I say unto 
thee. To-day shalt thou be with Me in Paradise." 

Jesus Dies. — From twelve o'clock at noon till three 
o'clock in the afternoon there was darkness over all the 
earth; and the sun was darkened. Then Jesus said, **It is 
finished. Father, into Thy hands I commend My spirit." 
And having said this, He cried with a loud voice, bowed His 
head and died. 

The Wonders That Followed.— And behold, the 
veil of the temple was rent in twain from the top to the bot- 
tom. And all the people that came together to that sight, 
when they saw the things that were done, smote their breasts 
and returned.

In the Grave. — In the place where Jesus was cruci- 
fied, there was a garden ; and in the garden there was 
a new sepulchre hewn out of a rock, in which nobody 
ever had been buried before. There they buried Jesus, 
and rolled a great stone before the door of the sepulchre. 
Then the chief priests and Pharisees came to Pilate 
and asked him to* set a watch over the grave, and to 
seal the stone. And Pilate did so. 

The Angel Rolls Back the Stone.— On the third 
day, which was Easter, there was an earthquake early 
in the morning ; for the angel of the Lord descended 
from heaven, and rolled back the stone from the door, 
and sat upon it. His countenance was like lightning, 
and his raiment was white as snow. For fear of him 
the keepers shook and became as dead men. 

The Women at the Sepulchre. — At the rising of 
the sun, Mary Magdalene, and Mary the mother of 
James, and Salome, came with sweet spices to anoint 
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Jesus. As they were going along, they wondered among 
themselves who would roll away the stone from the door of 
the sepulchre for them ; for the stone was very large. But 
when they looked, the stone was rolled away. 

Jesus Risen. — Then they went into the sepulchre ; 
and there they saw a young man sitting on the right side, 
clothed in a long white garment. And they were frightened. 
But he said to them, **Be not frightened : ye seek Jesus of 
Nazareth, who was crucified : He is risen : He is not here : 
behold the place where they laid Him.'* Then they went out 
quickly from the sepulchre with fear and great joy, and ran to 
bring the disciples word. 

They See Jesus. — While they were going to tell 
the disciples, Jesus met them and said, ** AJl hail." And they 
came and held Him by the feet and worshipped Him. Then 
Jesus said to them, ** Be not afraid. Go tell My brethren to 
go into Galilee, and there they shall see Me." 

Jesus is Seen by Many. — After that Jesus appeared 
to two of the disciples as they walked into the country. He 
also appeared twice to the eleven as they sat at meat. He 
stayed on the earth forty days after His resurrection, and 
showed Himself often to the disciples, so that they might be 
sure that He had risen from the dead. 

Jesus Ascends into Heaven. — ^Then Jesus led the 
disciples out as far as Bethany. There He lifted up His 
hands and blessed them. And it came to pass that, while He 
blessed them. He was parted from them, and was carried up 
into heaven. And they worshipped Him-, and returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy ; and were in the temple nearly all 
the time, praising and blessing God.

But this is that which 
was spoken by the prophet Joel : ^ I will pour but of My 
Spirit upon all flesh.' " Then he told them that Jesus 
had risen from the dead, and ascended into heaven; and 
that He had now sent the Holy Spirit upon His disciples. 

Peter Tells the People What to Do.— Then the 
•people said to Peter and the rest of the disciples, " Men 
and brethren, what shall we do?" And Peter said to 
them, " Repent and be baptized every one of you in the 
name of Jesus Christ for the remission of sins, and 
ye shall receive the gift of the Holy Ghost." And 
with many other words did he exhort them. 

Many are Baptized.— Then they that gladly re- 
ceived his word were baptized. And the number of 
those who were added to the disciples on that day was 
about three thousand souls.

Paradise. — The Lord God planted a garden eastward 
in Eden. Out of the ground He made every tree grow that 
is pleasant to the sight and good for food. In the middle of 
the garden He put the Tree of Life and the Tree of the Knowl- 
edge of Good and Evil. A river went out of Eden to water 
the garden. 

The Forbidden Fruit.— The Lord God took the man 
and put him into the Garden of Eden to dress it and to keep 
it.

THE LESSON STORY.

Isaac's Question. — Abraham said to his young men,

took the wood for the burnt oflFering and laid it upon 
Isaac his son ; and he himself carried the fire and a knife.

a lamb for a burnt oflFering." 

God Interposes. — When they had come to the place 
of which God had told him, Abraham built an altar and 
laid the wood in order upon it.

Esau and Jacob. — Isaac and his wife Rebecca had 
two sons. Their names were Esau and Jacob. Esau was a cun- 
ning hunter, a man of the field. Hisskin was rough and hairy. 
Jacob was a plain man, dwelling in tents. Esau was the first- 
born ; but one day when he came in from the field tired and hun- 
gry, he sold his birthright to his brother for a mess of pottage. 

Isaac Wants to Bless Esau. — When Isaac was old 
and his eyes were dim so that he could not see, he called Esau and 
said to him, **Take thy quiver and thy bow and go out to the 
field and get me some venison ; and make me some savory meat 
such as I love, that my soul may bless thee before I die.** So 
Esau went to the field to hunt for venison. 

Rebecca's Plan. — Rebecca heard what Isaac said. 
She wished Jacob to receive the blessing instead of Esau. So she 
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sent Jacob to the flocks to bring two kids. Then she made savory 
meat of them such as Isaac loved, put some of Esau's clothes on 
Jacob, put the skins of the kids on his hands and neck, and told 
him to take the meat to his father. 

Jacob Deceives His Father. — When Jacob came to 
him with the meat, Isaac said, ** Who art thou, my son?*' Jacob 
answered, " I am Esau, thy first-bom." But Isaac thought it 
was strange that he had gotten the venison so quickly. So he 
told Jacob to come near, that he might feel whether he was Esau 
or not. Then Jacob went near. And Isaac felt him and said, 
** The voice is Jacob's voice, but the hands are the hands of Esau. 
Art thou my very son Esau ?" Jacob answered, "I am." 

Jacob Blessed. — Isaac ate of the meat. Then he 
said, ''Come near and kiss me my son." Jacob went near and 
kissed him. Isaac smelled the smell of Esau's clothes which 
Jacob wore, and blessed him and said, "See, the smell of my son 
is as the smell of a field which the I^ord has blessed. Therefore 
God give thee of the dew of heaven, and the fatness of the earth, 
and plenty of corn and wine.

Joseph in Egypt. — Joseph had been sold by his 

brothers to some merchants. They brought him down to Egypt. 
There they again sold him to be a slave to Potiphar, an officer of 
Pharaoh. But the I^rd was with Joseph, and caused all that he did to 
prosper. When his master saw this, he made Joseph overseer over his 
house, and put all that he had under Joseph*s care. And the I/>rd 
blessed the Egyptian for Joseph's sake. 

In Prison. — But after a while Potiphar's wife tempted 

Joseph to commit a great sin. Joseph would not listen, and said, * * How 
can I do this great wickedness and sin against God ? ** Then she was 
7ery angry at him, told a falsehood about him, and had him put into 
prison. But the I^ord was with Joseph there too. And before long 
the keeper of the prison let Joseph take care of the prison for him. 

Pharaoh's Dream. — When Joseph had been in 
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prison two years, Pharaoh one night had a dream. He thought he 
stood by the river, and saw seven fat cows come up out of the river and 
:*eed in the meadow. Then he saw seven very lean cows come up out 
of the river also. And the seven lean cows ate up the seven fat cows. 
Then Pharaoh awoke. After a while he fell asleep and dreamed a second 
time. He now saw seven full ears of com come up on one stalk. 
Then seven thin ears sprang up after them. And the seven thin ears 
ate up the seven full ears. Then he awoke again. 

Joseph Sent For. — The next morning Pharaoh sent 

for all the magicians and wise men of Egypt to tell him what his 
dreams meant. But none of them could tell him. Then his chief but- 
ler said, that once when he and the chief baker were in prison, they 
each had a dream the same night, and that Joseph had told them what 
their dreams meant. On hearing that, Pharaoh sent to the prison for 
Joseph. 

The Meaning of the Dream. — When Joseph came, 

Pharaoh told him what he had dreamed. Joseph said, '* God has 
shown Pharaoh what He is going to do. There will come seven years 
of great plenty throughout all the land of Egypt. After these there 
will come seven years of famine. Now therefore let Pharaoh choose a 
man who is discreet and wise, and set him over the land of Egypt, and 
let him save the fifth part of the food during the good years and keep 
it for the years of famine.** 

Joseph's Elevation. — Pharaoh was pleased with 

what he heard. He said that he could not find anywhere a man so 
discreet and wise as Joseph. So he made Joseph overseer over Egypt 
to gather the g^ain during the years of plenty, and made him ruler 
over the land so that nobody was greater than he except Pharaoh him- 
self. He put his own ring on Joseph's hand, put a gold chain around 
his neck, dressed him in costly robes, and made him ride in the king*s 
second chariot. Then he told his servants to go before Joseph and ciy

Famine. — In the land of Egypt, after seven years of 
plenty, there came seven years of famine. Then Joseph 
opened his storehouses and sold the com which he had gath- 
ered. Everybody who wanted to buy had to come to him. 

Jacob Sends for Corn. — The famine was also in the 
land of Canaan, where Jacob lived. Jacob therefore sent 
his ten oldest sons down to Egypt to buy com. But he kept 
Benjamin, his youngest son, at home, for fear that something 
might happen to him. 

Joseph and His Brothers. — When the ten brothers 
came to Joseph, they bowed down to the ground. They did 
not know him. Joseph knew them, but he did not tell them 
who he was. He treated them as if he thought they were 
spies. He asked them all about their family. And when 
they said that they had another brother at home, he told 
them that the next time they came they must bring Benjamin 
with them to show that they told the truth. He said he 
would keep one of them in Egypt till the others came again. 
He kept Simeon, and sent the rest home with their sacks 
filled with corn. 
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Benjamin Comes. — The com which they took home 
was soon eaten. Therefore they came down to Egypt 
again and brought Benjamin with* them. This time Joseph 
treated them very kindly. He took them to his own house. 
There he brought Simeon to them, and made them a feast. 

Found Faithful. — Joseph wished to see whether 
the brothers loved Benjamin and their father. So he told his 
bteward to hide his silver cup in Benjamin's sack of corn. 
And when they were on their way home, he sent his steward 
after them for the cup. When it was found in Benja- 
min's sack, they all came back again with the steward. 
Joseph told them that the others might go home, but Benja- 
min must stay and be his servant, because the cup was found 
in his sack. But Judah knew how his father would weep if 
they did not bring Benjamin home. So he said to Joseph, 
** Our father s life is bound up in this lad's life. If we come 
home and the lad is not with us, our father will die. Let me 
stay here in his place, and let the lad go home with his 
brothers." 

Joseph Makes Himself Known. — Then Joseph 
wept aloud and said, * * I am Joseph. Is my father still living ?' ' 
His brothers could not answer him at once, because they 
remembered how they had treated him years ago. But Joseph 
said, ** Come near to me. I am Joseph, your brother, whom 
ye sold into Egypt.

The King Makes Slaves. — One of the kings of the 
Egyptians did not like the Israelites. He was afraid 
they would become stronger than his own people. So 
he made them his slaves, and put taskmasters over them. 

A Cruel Order. — But the more King Pharaoh 
oppressed them, the more they grew in number. 
Therefore he commanded his people to throw all the 
boys bom among the Israelites into the river and drown 
them, but to let the girls live. 

Moses in the Bulrushes. — When Moses was bom 
his mother tried to save him. She hid him for three 
months. When she could not hide him any longer, she 
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made an ark of bulrushes, daubed it with mud and 
pitch so that it would not leak, put Moses into it, and 
carried it down to the river. There she put it among 
the weeds at the edge of the water, and told her daugh- 
ter Miriam to watch it. 

Pharaoh's Daughter. — After a while the daughter 
of Pharaoh came down to wash herself at the river. 
She and her maidens walked along the shore. She saw 
the ark, and sent one of her maidens to fetch it. When 
it was opened, she saw the little baby. He was crying. 
She pitied him and said, " This is one of the Hebrews' 
children." 

The Mother as Nurse. — At once Moses' sister ran 
forward and asked the princess whether she should get 
a nurse for the child. And Pharaoh's daughter said she 
should. So she went and called her mother. When the 
mother came, Pharaoh's daughter said to her, " Take 
this child and nurse it for me, and I will pay thee wages." 
In this way Moses' own mother received him back 
again, and nursed him. 

At Court. — ^When Moses had grown a little older, 
his mother brought him to Pharaoh's daughter.

Moses Called. — ^When Moses was eighty years old 
God called him to lead Israel out of Egypt. He sent 
Moses and his brother Aaron to tell Pharaoh to let 
Israel go. 

Pharaoh Defiant.^— But Pharaoh would not. He 
said, " Who is the Lord, that I should obey His voice? 
I do not know the Lord, neither will I let Israel go." 

The Plagues. — ^Then God sent ten plagues, one after 
another, upon the Egyptians. He told Aaron to strike 
the river with his rod. When Aaron had done so all 
the water of Egypt was turned to blood. Then God 
made a great many frogs come up out. of the river and 
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go into the houses. He turned the dust into lice, sent 
swarms of flies to trouble the Egyptians, sent murrain 
upon their cattle, boils on man and beast, hail which 
destroyed nearly everything in the fields, locusts that 
ate up what was left after the hail, and thick darkness 
over all the land of Egypt for three days. But none of 
these plagues came on the land of Goshen, where the 
Israelites lived. 

Pharaoh's Hard Heart. — Whenever one of these 
nine plagues came, Pharaoh sent for Moses and promised 
to let Israel go, if only God would take away this plague. 
But as soon as the plague was gone, Pharaoh hardened 
his heart and broke his promise. 

The Destroying Angel. — Then at midnight God 
sent forth His angel to kill all the firstborn in the land 
of Egypt. And there was a great cry ; for there wa^ 
not a house in which there was not one dead. Pharaoh's 
firstborn son died too. 

Pharaoh Yields. — Now at last Pharaoh's hard heart 
was moved. He was afraid that God would destroy all 
the Egyptians if he kept Israel any longer. So he sent 
for Moses and Aaron by night and told them to take 
Israel and go.

THE LESSON STORY. 

David Anointed. — The Lord sent Samuel to Bethle- 
hem to anoint one of Jesse's sons as king over Israel. Jesse 
made seven of his sons pass before Samuel. But Samuel 
said, '*Tlie Lord has not chosen these." Then Jesse sent to 
the field for his youngest son David who was keeping the 
sheep. When David came, Samuel took the horn of oil and 
anointed him. The Spirit of the Lord came upon David 
from that day forward. 

The Two Armies. — Not long after this the Philis- 
tines gathered their armies together to fight against Israel. 
Saul the king of Israel took his army and went to meet 
them. The three oldest sons of Jesse went with Saul. The 
Philistines stood on a mountain on one side and the Israelites 
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<vere encamped on a mountain on the other side. There was 
a valley between them. 

Goliath. — A champion came out of the camp of the 
Philistines. His name was Goliath. His height was six 
cubits and a span. The staflF of his spear was like a weaver's 
beam. He had a helmet of brass on his head and he was 
armed with a coat of mail. 

Goliath's Challenge. — Every day Goliath stood and 
cried to the armies of Israel, ** Choose a man, and let him come 
down to me. If he kill me, we will be your servants ; but if I 
kill him, then you shall be our servants." He dared and 
mocked the Israelites in the same way every morning and 
evening for forty days. But Saul and his men were afraid. None 
of them were willing to go out and fight with Goliath. 

David OflFers to Fight. — David happened to come to 
the army to bring food from home to his brothers. While he was 
in camp, Goliath came out as before. David was only a youth ; 
but he said to Saul, *'I will go and fight with this Philistine." 
Saul said, *' You are not able to fight with him. You are but 
a boy !" David said, *' The Lord that delivered me out of the 
paw of the lion, He will deliver me out of the hand of this 
Philistine." Saul answered, " Go, and the Lord be with thee." 

David Kills Goliath.— So David tried on SauPs 
armor. But he found that he could not fight in it, and he put 
it oflF again. Then he took his staflF in his hand, picked five 
smooth stones out of the brook an3 put them in his shepherd's 
bag, took his sling in his hand, and went out to meet the 
Philistine. When Goliath saw little David coming, Goliath 
mocked him, because David came out against him with a staflF. 
But David put a stone in the sling, and slung it. He hit Go- 
liath on the forehead. The stone sunk into his head, and the 
giant fell on his face. David ran up quickly to the fallen giant 
took Goliath's own sword and cut oflF his head. When the Phil- 
istines saw that their champion was dead, they turned and fled.

Absalom. — In all Israel there was no one so beautiful 
as David's son Absalom. From the sole of his foot to 
the crown of his head there was no blemish in him. His 
hair was very long and heavy. He had chariots and 
horses and fifty men to run before him. 

His Rebellion. — But Absalom was selfish in heart. 

His great ambition was to be king. He was willing to

Israel's Idolatry. — King Ahab and his people were 
very wicked and they served false gods. Elijah was the 
only prophet of the Lord. But there were four hundred 
and fifty prophets of Baal. 

At Mount Carmel. — Elijah came to Ahab the king 
and told him to gather all the people of Israel and the 
prophets of Baal together at Mount Carmel. And 
Ahab did so. 

Who is God ? — Then Elijah came to all the people 
and said, " How long do ye halt between two opinions ? 
If the Lord be God, follow Him ; but if Baal, follow 
him. Let the prophets of Baal cut a bullock in pieces 
and lay it upon wood, but put no fire under it. I will 
do the same. Then let them call on the name of their 
gods, and I will call on the name of the Lord. And the 
God that answers by fire, let Him be God." 

Baal's Prophets Call in Vain. — ^The prophets of 
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Baal did as Elijali had said. They cut a bullock in 
pieces and put it on wood ; but they put no fire under 
it. Then they prayed to Baal to send fire to burn up 
the bullock. They cried from morning till evening, 
" O Baal, hear us." But there was no voice nor any 
that answered. Elijah mocked them, and said that 
Baal must be asleep. Then they cried louder, and cut 
themselves with knives. But no fire came. 

Elijah Calls Down Fire from Heaven. — When 
the evening had come, Elijah built an altar and made a 
trench around it. He put wood on the altar, cut a 
bullock in pieces, and laid it on the wood. He poured 
water over the bullock and over the wood, and he filled 
the trench with water. When he had done this he 
prayed, " O Lord, hear me, so that this people may 
know that Thou art the Lord God." Then the fire of 
the Lord fell, and it burned up the bullock, and the 
wood, and the stones, and the dust, and it licked up the 
water that was in the trench. When the people saw it 
they fell on their faces and said, " The Lord is God ; 
the Lord is God." 

Baal's Prophets Slain. — Elijah told the people to 
take hold of all the prophets of Baal, and to let none of 
them escape. The people did so. Then Elijah 
brought all the prophets of Baal down to a brook and 
slew them there. Thus the strong faith of this one 
lonely prophet gained the victory over a faithless king 
and his great company of wicked priests.

THE LESSON STORY. 

Daniel. — King Darius of Persia set one hundred and 
twenty princes and three presidents over his kingdom.

This 
made the other presidents and princes jealous. They 
tried to find some fault in Daniel ; but he was so faith' 
ful and so wise that there was no mistake or fault 
to be found in him. 

The Decree. — Then these men said, "The only way 
we can hurt this Daniel is to get the king to pass a law 
against praying." For they knew that Daniel prayed 
to the Lord three times a day. So they went to the 
king and persuaded him to pass a decree, that if any 
one asked anything of any God or man except of the king 
for thirty days, he should be thrown into the den of lions. 

Daniel Prays to God. — Daniel knew that the decree 
was passed. But he kept on (Jping as he had done before 
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He went into his honse three times a day, opened the 
window, kneeled down there, and prayed to the Lord. 
Then these wicked men came to the king, and told him 
that Daniel had broken the decree. 

Daniel in the Lions' Den. — Darius was very sorry 
now that he had made such a law. He wished to save 
Daniel. But these men told him that no decree of the 
king of the Medes and Persians could be changed. 
Darius knew that this was so. He could not save Daniel, 
and he had to command that Daniel should be thrown 
into the den of lions. Then they threw Daniel into the 
den, put a stone upon the mouth of the den, and sealed 
the stone. 

Daniel Alive. — That night the king could not sleep 
because he was worried about Daniel. Early in the 
morning he arose and went to the den. When he had 
opened it he called down: "O Daniel!" Daniel answered, 
" O king, live forever. My God has sent His angel and 
has shut the lions' mouths, so that they have not hurt 
me." He was still alive, and not hurt at all. The 
king was very glad and commanded that Daniel should 
be taken up out of the den. 

His Accusers Punished. — Then Darius commanded 
that those wicked men that had spoken against Daniel 
should be thrown into the den. And the lions broke all 
their bones in pieces before they reached the bottom 
of the den. The king now passed another decree, that 
all his people should serve the God of Daniel. 
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
